#1 Giving your 1937-38 Buick series 40 a Litt£e mone braking power is a matter 
04 bolting on stock components..Use afl four brake drums, shoes , springs, netainens 
and backing plates {rom a 1937-38 senies 60 Buick. This change will increase your 
brakes {rom 13/4" to 2" wide. 


#2 By using 1940 Buick, series 60 and 70 brake components on the 1937-38 series 60, 
you can increase their’ brake size from 2" to 2°. Use the drums, backing plates, 
Springs and retainers to match the wider brake Linings from the’ 1940 Buick. 


T{ you neatey want to go gor bear on both the 1937-38 series 40 § 60, go this route; 


"3 1 use the compete brake assemblies from 1941-49 series 60 and 70 Buicks énctuding 
the front hubs and spéndtes. This gives 2%" brakes front and rear and an added bonus 
Of tanger {ront outer wheet bearings. 

The Larger sront wheel cyLinders from a 1942-49 series 40,50,60,and 70 work well on 
the 1937-38 series 40 and 60 Buicks. Use them in pairs, of course. You will find them 
mich easier to Locate than the 1937-38 style,

TIRE TALK 


Since I am én the Tine Business, a member suggested that I do some artic£es on 
Tines and the care of them, Well here's an attempt and T hope some of you will 
Leann something <rom it. 


TIRE PRESSURE 


It is very émpontant to maintain the proper air pressure at atl times. One of the 
most common mistakes people make is to adjust their air pressure after driving thedr 
cars for a Long period of time. You mist set the air pressure onfy when they are 
GOLD. A ine wite gain from between 5 and 10 Lbs. after they are warned up and then 
drop in pressure en they cook. 14 you were to put 30 Lbs. in your tines,after 
driving on the road during the summer, you would in esgect onky be carrying about 
20 kbs. Your tines woukd begin to wear rapidty on both outer edges rom under- 
dngtation. YOU MUST FEEL YOUR TIRES and make sure they are cold before changing 
the pressure. Tf you over-dnglate your tines they will wear excessivety in the 
center of the tread. So as you can sec, You must maintain the proper ain pressure 
to get the maxinum tread wear. 1 would’ suggest that you maintain 30 Lbs. of air 

in Your tines to maintain the desired results 


ALIGNMENT 


To maintain proper tire wear it is also necessary to have the gront end of your 
fewek aligned by a trained front end alignment man. Improper atignment can cause 
the Can £0 handke poonty and wean your tines ina ireguter way. The specs, on 
alt 57-38 Buick gront ends can be found in the Shop Manuals for 37-38 Buicks, 
Anyone that can not Locate these, Please write me or them. 


PROTECTION OF RUBBER 


Your tines biggest enemy is the Sun.To protong the Lige of your Antique Car Tines 
At 4s very important not to expose your tires to the eLements any Longer than 
necessary. One of the best ways to protect your tires is to keep them coated very 
well with a prodict called "Armor ALE". This product can be found at almost any 
parts stone. This product witl shield the rubber snom the suns effects. As a bonus 
4 also makes your tires took Like new. Tires are made with a Large amount of Oil. 
The sum and other ekements tends to day out thes oft and the ibber eeurts te crack. 
1f you keep your tires coated wetE and prevent over exposier to the eLenents, they 

tast gor a long time. The average Life of a tire that is driven daity is around 
three years. After that time the Dry Rotting begins and the tires are junk. With the 
proper care, your antique tires wilt Last three times that Long. 


STORAGE 


Since we store our cars mone than we drive them, this is a very important pant to 
follow. The girst thing you shoukd do when you put your "Baby" to s£eep gon the 
winter is to jack her up on stands to get the weight off her tines. The Load sitting 
on these tires is hard on them over a Long period of time. The next step is to got 
@ water based paint to cover your whitembls. This can be purchased from most Tire 
Stones. It is the same paint you see on New Tines at the Tire Stores when you buy 
tines for your family car. The next step is to soak the entire tire with "Armon- 
ALL". After they are soaked down well, Cover the tines with something heavy, Like 

@ blanket to keep the Light off them. I hope some of these Tips will he£p in the 
preservation of your Antique Cat Tires paar 79 Suite
